other purposes. For the rehabilita- 
tion ot tho canals the sum of ?3ll,- 
000 is set aside, with the promise 
that the next hll for 1907 will con- 
tain even a larger sum. 
In the same 


direction is tho movement for good 
roads. Th« Kinanco Commttfop gives

two years ago, It hns rtscelved no 


funds save to pay the State Commis- 
sioner's salary.

the operation of this reconstruction 
it will be necessary to clear off all 
the present obstructions upon the 
canal banks, and this means the re- 
moval of the tracks, wires and other 
paraphernalia ot the "mule•com- 
pany." It also means that there 
now exists hope that none of the 
right of way of the canal will here- 
after bo given over to asy electric 
or steam railway. The same amount

operate with tho Federal Govern- 
ment in making a waterway from
